It la now possible to make 
wider use of natural power 
thanks to an Invention made at 
Ihe Physical -Engineering In- 
stitute ol Low Temperatures 
(Ukrainian Academy of Scien- 
ces!. New types of generators 
have been tested here. They 
ran operate on vary weak 
electric potentials. 

For Its needs mankind uses 
powerful concentrated energy 
sources, such as coal, oil and 
natural gas, said C. Kladov, an 
Institute researcher. There is a 
far greater quantity of energy 
spread in tho world around us. 
Any object, such as an apple, a 
potato, a piece of Ice, and even 
people can serve as mlul- 
sotirccs of electric current.

At present the USSR lias bolh | 

scientific and technological con- 1 

tacts with over 200 West Ger- 
man firms and businesses and 
has long-term agreements with 
some of them; for example 
Krupp, Otto Wolff (steel-mak- 
ing and heavy engineering), 

BASF (chemical Industry], Sie- 
mens (electric engineering, elec- 
tronics), Daimler-Benz (motor 
Industry), Deutsche BP, Gelsen- 
berg AG (oil and gas industry). 

Of the present 43 agreements 
six were signed last year. 

There has been successful 
cooperation between the USSR 
Academy erf Sciences end the 
Research Society in Fundamen- 
tal and Applied Sciences on a 
long-term agreemenL 
In 1681 an expert power en- 
gineering group was set up by 
the Intergovernmental Com- 
mission. 

The USSR and West Germany 
have a similar goal ln power en- 
gineering, l.e., to ensure reliable 
and effective supply to the eco- 
nomy with fuel and power for 
a long time la come. 

There have been considerable 
achievements and prospects for 
further cooperation In engineer- 
ing, too. These matters were 
considered al the Uth session of 
the USSR. West German Com- 
mission on Economic, Scientific 
end Technological Cooperation. 

The Soviet Union is steadily 
Increasing purchases in engi- 
neering products from West 
Germany. For several years now 
the share of machines and 
equipment In West German ex- 
ports to the USSR haB remained 
at 40 per cent. 

Scientific and production coo- 
peration is promising and mu- 
tually profitable.
